There is a manMest popular demand for 

legislation in regard. to railroad rates. it 
comes from ajl classes and all parts of the 
country, from individuals and communities, 
For the time being it has forced other ques- 
tions into the ‘background.

thinkers had started with the assumption, 
cn the oné hand, of objects which affected 
the ego—which furnished the materials of 
perception—and, on the othe» hand, of an 
ego or subject which was affected by and 
rerceived those objects. This assumption 
had ‘Ted to various inconsistencies in every 
theory of knowledge that had been con- 
trived, had at last janded Hume in 
complete skepticism. 

When Copernicus could not explain the 
movements of the heavenly bodies on the 
supposition that they revolved around the 
spectator, he tried the experiment of sup- 
posing the spectator to revolve while the 
heavenly bodies etood still He found that 
then the explanation became comparatively 
easy. Kant decided to try a similar experi- 
ment in metaphysics. Since the old supposi- 
t:on as to the relation between subject and 
object led to inconsistencies and contradic- 
tions, he would start with the premise that 
the objects perceived by the mind are not 
entirely a product of sensation—that our 

rerceptions do not come wholly from outside 
us, but are the joint product of given ma- 
terial and of certain forms or elements of 
our intellects, Which must unite with the 
given material and. whip it into shape, com- 
bine with it:eynthetically, before i can be | 
received into the 


end distinct from us, As @ matter of fact, 
according to Kant, space and time are but . 
“forms of perception,” frameworks of the 
mind itself, within one or both of which the 
Gata of sense must be arranged before they 
can be perceived. But not only must objects 


*be perceived; they must also be conceived 


before they can be known; and before they 
can be conceived they must be worked into 
certain necessary orders by twelve “ cate- 
gories,” or “ pure conceptions of the under- 
standing.” These “ categories are discov- 
ered by examination of the different ways in 
which the mind predicates unity or order of 
the world of experience. The intermediate 
process by which the categories and the data 
furnished by sense are brought together— 
by which, in other words, sense and under- 
standing are joined—is effected by the “ pro« 
ductive imagination.’’.
